The procession moved 


with rapidity and yet twelve minutes were 
lequired for It to pass a given point. 


By noon the people began to swarm 


around the tented field on Forest Avenne 
Numerous booths from which refreshments 
were supplied lined the street and grounds 
in the vicinity 1 here was also the cus- 
tomiiy side show which received its full 
share of attention 
This exhibition was 


certainly worth the price of admission 
and consisted of the living skeleton, the 
fat woman, the bearded girl, the albinos, 
and a concert by a tribe of Zulus besides 
numerous other attractions. At the open 
ing of the great exhibition the immense 
concourse of people began to pour through 
the entianee into the menagerie tent 
Mes«rs Bailey and Hutchlnson, two of the 
proprietors of tbe great show, were it the 
entrance to witness the multitude The 
veteran Barn urn was not present and is 
now in London, perfecting arrangements

In the 
same tent, were more than a dozen other 
elephants, making by far the largest array 
of these animals which lias ever visited 
Bangor at one time 


A tour around the tent gave an excel 


lent view of the other animals. The varl 
ous cages were arranged around the sides 
of the tent and the occupants were seen to 
good advantage through the openings be 
tweeH the iron bars 
Tbere was a large 


representation of the animals of every 
zone and they were generally in very ex 
cellent condition, being among tbe finest of 
their kind 
Among such a multiplicity of 


animals a detailed mention of tbe vast col 
lection is not to be expected. Perhaps tbe 
cage of monkeys received as much atten- 
tion as any of tbe cages 
During the after 


noon a small balloon was given the mon 
keys for their amusement and their recep- 
tion of the toy was very edifying to the 
people.

they were of graceful proportions and 
handsome.

The menagerie in 


every respect was of gr«at excellence and 
one of the best exhibitions ever ou the 
road. 


The great hippodrome next demands 


our presence and leaving the living curios- 
ities we enter the monstrous tent, adjoin- 
ing tbe one In which we have been passing 
a half hour most pleasantly. The vast 
tent covers an Immense area and the seats 
arranged around the sides will seat 16,600 
people. On Saturday afternoon almost 
every seat was taken and about 15,000 per- 
sons were assembled.
